City Engineer Reports Second Street 
Subway Impracticable on Account of 


Grades and Hood Water 


TEN CENTS A WEBK. 


Water Works Question Bobs Up Again and Council- 


man Kuster Presents Important Facts 


For Consideration. 


The City Council held a busy ses- 


sion Monday night. 
To start with, 


the Second street subway matter got 
a severe jolt 
from City 
Engineer 


Wells, ^wbich finally landed it in the 
hands of the street committee. Then 
the waterworks discussion took up a 
good share of the evening, so that the 
body was not dismissed until about 
10 o'clo.ek. 


In response to tjje request for hii 


report on the Second street subway, 
Engineer Wells filed a detailed state- 
ment in which he cited good author- 
ity for believing the cuftway imprac- 
ticable. Among other points to which 
the attention of the city dads was 
called, were the steep grade necessary 
in this particular location,- and the 
danger in flood times owing to the 
fact that with the 13 feet of head 
room required, the bottom of the 
subway would interfere with the four 
foot sewer and in times of high 
water would be in danger of flooding. 
It was suggested-that the document 
submitted by Engineer Wells' was not 
a report on costs and material neces- 
sary, but consisted of opinion on the 
advisability of erecting the subway, 
•which opinion was far from favorable 
to it, but instead, suggested that a 
•'viaduct over Third or Fourth street, 
of both, would be far cheaper in the 
end, and at the same time serve bet- 
ter. 
The report was referred to the 


street committee to confer with the 
engineer and report at the next regu- 
lar meeting. 
• 
The waterworks question came up 


when Mr. Fulton introduced a reso- 
lution authorizing the city auditor to 
employ counsel in the mandamus 
suit against H. M. Verrill, and creat- 
ing a fund for the purpose of fighting 
the case, that fund to be $1000. The 
resolution went down in defeat, Irwin 
and Orr voting against it, Fulton, 
Stare and Baker for it, and Kuster 
not voting. 
• 'The resolution brought forth gen- 
eral discussion. 
Immediately 
after 


its reading through once, Mr. Fulton 
moved that it be given its second and 
third readings and final passage, un- 
der suspension 
of rules. Mr. Orr 


ar6sc and asked why the city should 
expend this money in fighting the 
case. 
Kuster took the 
same stand, 


saying that it seemed to him that if 
the rental money was 
appropriated 


fdr the water company, they should 
have had it, and £\iked why the mon- 
ey should now be held out against 
the company. 


Fulton arose and stated the case to 


the council, to the 
effect 
that the 


money has been and is now in 
the 


city treasury, and had been tendered 
the water company and turned down 
by it. Now, he said, it was the thing 
for the court to decide whether the 
city took the right stand on the ques-; 
tion or not.

i City Solicitor Bolton said that if 
the City Council wished to employ at- 
torneys to fight the ease, very welf, 
but that the sum of $1000, set apart 
as attorneys' fees in fighting it, seem- 
ed ridiculous. Further, he said it 
legal question whether the city audi- 
tor had the power to employ an at- 
torney to fight the case.

plugs when it cannot possibly cover 
near all of the city. 


In support of Mr. Kuster, Mr. Orr 


brought forth 
a rough drawing of 


territory in West Newark that could 
not be touched by the pipe line ac- 
cording to the plans arranged by the 
Board of Public Service. 
The plan 


showed that from Union street west 
and from the railroad tracks south, a 
territory including parts of Riley, 
Burt avenue. Hancock, Grant and 
Williams streets and DeCrow avenue, 


would not be touched by fire plugs or 
pipe lines according to the plans. 


Mr. Kuster said that he felt it far 


more to the city's advantage, so long 
as the $85,000 would not cover much 
of the city, to have good water by ex- 
pending a part of the money in a fil- 
tration plant. 


"However," he said, "I didn't care 


so much a-bout losing Ihe resolution 
as I did about losing an opportunity 
to tell the council wh.it I have found 
to be t$e case regarding the laying of 
this limited 
amount

pipe kse, 


which will give us .still inadequate 
fire protection, and yet well have no 
better water. Still, some of them 
don't know, and 1 guess, don't want

Advocate reporter, Mrs. Thomas stat- 
ed that she positively had nothing to 
do with writing the letter, but that 
she recognises it as the work of her 
husband.

She has told him, so
